MISSISSIPPI BELOW ZERO LINE 
DUE TO GORGE AT HANNIBAL 


River Drops 18 Inches in St. Louis 
Harbor; Level Minus 
-2 Foot. 

The official Mississippi River 
gauge at St. Louis had a reading of 
“less than nothing”—miinus .2 of a 
foot—this morning, although there 
is as much as 40 feet of water 
now in the channel of the local 
harbor, Stream gauges are com- 
parative devices, made only to show 
the relative height of water. Zero 
on the St. Louis gauge is 379.8 feet 
above sea level and 33.7 feet below 
the city surveying base, which is 
on the levee at the foot of Market 
street. i 

Almost annually there are brief 
periods, usually in winter, when 
the river falls below the zero mark. 
The cause this.time is a new ice 
gorge at Hannibal, Mo., which is 
blocking the water like a dam. 
Another gorge which formed there 
several days ago broke free yester- 
day, and ice is floating as far south 
The river fell 18 
inches here since yesterday morn- 
ing. The lowest reading on file 
here since the records were started 
in 1861 was minus 3.11 feet in 
December, 1917. 


ALABAMA HOLDS LIQUOR BUYER 
EQUALLY GUILTY WITH SELLER 


State Supreme Court Construction 
of Bone Dry Law Also Hits 
Possessors. 

By the Associated Press. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dec. 5.— 
The Alabama Supreme Court, in 
construing this State’s prohibition 
law, today deciared the purchaser 
or possessor quilty equally with 
the seller of liquor. 

Justice Virgil Bouldin, who wrote 
the opinion, declared: “Receiving 
prchibited liquors into possession, 
having them in possession, wheth- 
er by manufacture, gift or pur- 
chase and whether held for sale or 
for personal use, is an offense un- 
der our law.” 

“It follows,” the opinion con- 
tinued, “‘a man cannot ‘buy’ pro- 
hibited liquors in the ordinary 
sense, acquiring actual possession 
thereof, without a violation of the 
prohibition law in. Alabama. A 
charge that an accused person did 
buy prohibited liquors is a charge 
that he accepted delivery, receiv- 
ing same into possession.” 

A defendant had won a new 
trial in the State Court of Appeals 
from a conviction under an indict- 
ment which charged he bought cor 
sold liquor in Pike County. The 
Court of Appeals, in ruling that 
the form of the indictment was 
defective, declared the charge of 
“buying” liquor constituted no of- 
fense under Alabama law. To- 
day’s decision reversed that.” 


RECORD DRY SPELL BROKEN

There was no recommendation 
for rapid transit as generally un- 
derstood, the report stating: “At 
‘present street railway systems pro- 
vide, or can be improved so as 
to provide, the most economic! 
means of transportation in cities 
comparable in size and population 
with St. Louis.” Kelker said he had 
given some time to the study of 
rapid. transit but was not ready 
to make a complete report on it. 

Suggested Improvements, 

Suggestions for improving 
street car system were: 

Reroutinr. 

Reduction in number of stop- 
ping places. 

Modern cars for additions and 
replacements. 

Extensions of street car lines. 

Installation of addition of ad- 
ditional feeder bus lines. 

The following track extensions 
were recommended: 

West Florissant from Robin ave- 
nue to Jennings, $248,000. 

Lee avenue from Taytor to.-Tes, 
ion, $207,000. 

Natural Bridge avenue*® from 
Kingshighway to Pine Lawn, $268,- 
500. 

St. Louis avenue from Belt to 
City Limits, $150,000. 

Grand from Twentieth street to 
Broadway, $65,000. 

Meramec street from California 
avenue to Broadway, $54,000. 

Additional terminal loops. re- 
quired would cost about $161,500, 
Kelker’ estimated. 

Additional connections, double 
tracking and loops on county lines 
would cost about $183,000, it was 
estimated.

Other proposals were: 

Remoyal of service cars and 
provision of a fast special serv- 
ice by means of small busses op- 
erated either by the street car 
company or the People’s Motor- 
bus Co : 

Better regulation of parking 
downtown with the suggestion 
that St. Louls may find it neces- 
sary to consider forbidding park- 
ing in the congested areas, 

Extension of the major street 
plan. 

Separation of street cars from 
vehicular traffic by subways at 
congested intersections, particu- 
larly on Grand boulevard be- 
tween Forest Park boulevard and 
Bell avenue. ; 

Street improvement through- 
out the city but especially on the 
north and south sides where 
many of the streets are narrow 
and poorly paved and their con- 
tinuity broken. 

Power Cost $1,200,000, 

The estimated cost of about 60 
new busses, with garages, suggest- 
ed for street railway feeder lines 
was $512,000, and the probable 
cost of power improvements re- 
quired for the expanded system 
was placed at $1,200,000. 

The remaining, large item goink 
into estimated costs to the street 
railway system was $6,000,000 for 
street paving and widening on the 
streets where car lines run. The 
total estimate is almost evenly di- 
vided over a period of five years, 

The estimate of 800 new cara, 
Kelker sa@id, was made on the ba- 
sis of using 400 to replace an equal 
number that should be scrapped 
and 400 for addition to the total 
number in operation, now about 
1350. He said only 250 of the pres- 
ent cars are of modern design, 
but that with the new equipment 
in service the schedules could be 
so arranged that all cars entering 
the downtown section would be of 

an up-to-date type. 

Kelker estimated the cost of 
new cars at $16.500 each, a total 
of $13,200.000. The 400 to be 
scrapped would have a salvage val- 
ue of about $400,000, he  said,/ 
bringing the net cost down to $12,- 
800,000. 

Increase Rate Basis. 

Since the estimate of $23,800,000 
for cost of the suggested improve- 
ments would represent net addi 
tions to the physical plant of the 
street car company, that amount 
would have to be added to the 
rate base value, under the prac- 
tiees of the State Public Service 
Commission. .

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Presi- 
dent Hoover today gave the public 
his Federal “budget at a glance” 
for those who have not time to 
wade through the staggering com-, 
pilation of figures which accom- 
panied his budget message to Con- 


ess. 

THe statement shows that ap- 
proximately 72 cents of every dol- 
lar to be spent by the Federal 
Government during the next fiscal 
year must go to pay for past wars 
and preparedness for any that may 
occur in the future. 

Only eight cents of every dollar 
will be spent to keep. the actual 
machinery of the Government 
functioning; 13 cents will be de- 
voted to the social aids and sub- 
sifies, and the remaining seven 
cents to maintaining the Govern- 
ment’s fiscal affairs. 

The Cost of War. 

Of the $3,830,445,231 which 
Congtess has been asked to appro- 
priate for the fiscal year begin- 
ning next July 1, $2,733,213.283 
must be provided for payment of 
principal and interest on the pub- 


war, outlays for pensions, hos of 


ization and other expenses incurred 
on behalf of veterans of former 
wars and for national defense—the 
army, navy, marine corps, and na- 
tional guard. 

All of the Government’s exten- 
sive activities, whether in the pub- 
lic health, Indian affairs, aid to la- 
bor and agriculture or the public 
buildings program will consurme 
only 13 per cent of the Federal out- 
lay. The total recommended for all 
these activities is only somewhat 
in excess of $500,000,000, 

The statement of “Government 
expenditures at a glance” was pre- 
pared for President Hoover so that 
the country could receive an inti- 
mate glimpse of where the taxpay- 
ers’ money goes. The statement, 
naturally, is confined to Federal 
expenditures and does not take in- 
to consideration outlays by states 
and municipalities. 

Budget Reduced Somewhat. 

The total recommended to be 
spent next year is somewhat less 
than that for the present fiscal 
year, not counting any appropria- 
tions that may be made to carry on 
the work of the Federal Farm 
Board. The proportion of expendi- 
tures, however, is approximately 
the same for the various groups. 

In comparison with the total 
recommended, the comparatively 
insignificant outlay of $300,307,- 
860 is for the executive, legislative 
and judicial branches, fiscal admin- 
istration and control of banking. 
foreign relations, administrations 
of territories and dependencies, 
civil pensions, to assume the huge 
post office deficit and for kindred 
activities. 

In contrast to the nearly §2,- 
750,000,000 for past and possible 
wars, only approximately $14,500,- 
000 may be spent for education; 
$51,750,000 for agriculture (ex- 
clusive of the new farm relief 
fund); $6,500,000 for aids to labor; 
$15,000,000 for aids to industry 
and trade and $57,300,000 for 
building up the Merchant Marine. 
The item of” $246,000,000 for pub- 
lic buildings throughout the coun- 
try is the largest single one out- 
side of those for outlays pertaining 
to national defense, the public debt 
and veterans’ expenses.

WATERMAN CALLS 
ELECTION ‘FIASCO’ 


He Assails ‘Indecent Meth- 
ods’ Sponsored by Gov. 
Pinchot and His Class in 
Pennsylvania. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The 
Senate late today agreed to vote 
tomorrow at noon on the Vare case. 

The agreement provided that a 
vote would be taken on the Norris 
resolution to exclude Senator- 
elect Vare of Pennsylvania, from 
a seat and immediately thereafter 
a vote would be in order on a reso- 
lution declaring that William B. 
Wilson, Democratic opponent of 
Vare in the 1926 election, failed 
of election. 

The Senate had expected to vote 
today, but a wrangle developed 
over procedure—whether the res- 
olution on Vare or the one on Wil- 
son should be taken first. 

The Senate agreed to this after 
it appeared that debate could not 
be concluded tonight. 

The original proposal of party 
leaders that the first vote should 
be taken on the resolution relating 
to Wilson’s election, was switched 
upon the demand of Senator Walsh 
(Dem.) Montana, that it act first 
on the exclusion of Vare. 

Senator Waterman (Rep.), Colo- 
rado, explained the investigation 
into the contest brought by Wil- 
son against Vare was not for the 
purpose of electing Wilson, but was 
“occasioned by the incident meth- 
ods sponsored by Gov. Pinchot and 
his class in Pennsylvania.” 


Calls Contest a Fiasco. 


Waterman, who headed the elec- 

tions sub-committee which report- 
ed unanimously that Wilson was 
not elected, declared in concluding 
a lengthy address: “There never 
was such a fiasco brought to the 
attention of the Senate as this has 
been shown to be.”’ 
* “We have squandered hundreds 
éf thousands of dollars in ferreting 
and running this thing down,” he 
added, “with the result that the 
contestant has not made good his 
case, and in my judgment it -re- 
sults fairly in the conclusion that 
Mr. Vare was elected by a plurali- 
ty of more than 120,000 legal. 
votes,” 

The Colorado Senator asserted 
the Wilson contest was “bred in 
the various vitals of a committee 
of 70,” created by Pinchot, former 
Governor of Pennsylvania and an 
opponent of Vare in the 1926 pri- 
mary, and that this committee was 
subject to Pinchot’s command and 
“took his desires as their com- 
mand.” 

“They are the people who 
brought about this contest and not 
the Democrats of Pennsylvania or

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The 
House today, by a vote of 218 to 
17, passed the Hawley resolution 
to provide for a $160,000,000 tax 
reduction. 

The measure now goes to the 
Senate. ) : 

The reduction would be effected 
by cutting by 1 per cent the rate 
on individual and corporation in- 
comes, 

The tax cut was proposed by 
President Hoover in his message 
to Congress and the _ reduction 
would apply to 1929 incomes. 


The President, as well as Sec- 
retary Mellon of the Treasury both 
have taken the position that Treas- 
ury finances would warrant the 
cut. It will apply for only one 
year. 

The resolution was put through 
the House in near record time. The 
President’s message recommending 
such action was _ received only 
Tuesday. The next day, the House 
Ways and Means Committee met 
and approved the measure. Today 
it was put through the House in 
less than hours’ time. 

Final action was taken by a di- 

vision vote. . 
The sentiment in the House in 
favor of the measure was 80 over- 
whelming that its scattered oppon- 
ents were unable to muster suffi- 
cient strength to obtain a rol] call. 
One-fourth of those present at the 
time of the vote must call for a 
record vote to obtain one. 

Speedy Senate Action Forecast. 

Speedy action also is looked for 
in the Senate. 

Earlier today the Senate Finance 
Committee had begun considera- 
tion of the measure. 

A few minutes before the House 
got to work, its Ways and Means 
Committee submitted a formal re- 
port urging quick approval of the 
measure. Only one member of the 
committee, Ramseyer, a Republican 
from Iowa, dissented. 

The majority report, drafted by 
Chairman Hawley, held that the 
condition of the treasury at the 
present could stand a reduction of 
$160.000,000 as proposed by the 
administration and that the com- 
mittee was of the opinion that this 
cut should be passed on to the tax- 
payers. 

Democrats Would Extend Cut. 

The Senate Finance Committee 
went into session and began prep- 
arations to expedite work on the 
tax measure. A Democratic move- 
ment to extend the reduction 
over two or more years, rather 
than confining it entirely to 
next year was started in the 
committee. Senator George 
(Dem.), Georgia, advanced the 
proposal. He indicated he might 
even seek to make it a permanent 
reduction.

“I am giad to report that such a 
program has met with untversal 
approval of all those in responsible 
positions. Our railways and utili- 
ties and many of our larger manu- 
facturers have shown a most dis- 
tinguished spirit in undertaking to 
maintain and even to expand their 
construction and betterment pro- 
grams. The State, county and mu- 
nicipal governments are responding 
in the most gratifying way to the 
requests to co-operate with the 
Federal Government in every pru- 
dent expansion of public works. 
Much construction work has been 
postponed during the past few 
months by reason of the shortage 
of mortgage money due to the divi- 
sion of capital to speculative pur- 
poses, which should soon be re- 
leased.

‘In view of the recent announce- 
ment that the Boston & Maine 
Railroad had purchased 2000 new 
freight cars on installment terms 
equivalent to $1 a day for each car, 
the Post-Dispatch asked Edwin B. 
Meissner, president of the St. Louis 
Car Co., whether street cars were 
sold on a similar plan and also 


what improvements had been made 
in street cars in recent years. 

Meissner, whose firm is one of 
the largest manufacturers of street 
cars in the country, gave interest- 
ing facts.on both points. He said 
that the newer types of street cars 
produced by his company to meet 
modern conditions were much — 
the 
older cars and gave such superior 
service in comfort and speed that 
they attracted riders and heiped to 
evercome the loss in patronage 
street car systems have been euf- 
fering. 

Furthermore, he said, liberal 
selling plans, permitting the pur- 
chaser to pay for the cars out of 
their earnings, enabled street car 
companies having sufficient credit 
to obtain new equipment without 
large initial outlay and thus gain 
the much needed business advan- 
tage that goes with operation of 
vehicles people like to ride in. 

New Bus for Trolicy Line. 

Meissner aiso described a new 
gas-electric bus developed by his 
company which is being tried in St 
Louis by*the street car company. 
This bus is electrically driven and 
is said to possess the smooth and 
rapid acceleration and braking of 
the passenger automobile, with 
corresponding flexibility jn traffic. 

Meissner’s statements are par- 
ticularly interesting in view of the 
expected recommendation of BR. F. 
Kelker Jr., engineer for the Trans- 

tion Survey Commission, that 
St. Louis is not up to rapid transit 
and that surface transportetion 
could be greatly speeded up by the 
addition of a number of new cars 
to the equipment of the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. 

The improved street cars were 
usually. provided with. seats for 
50 to 60 passengers and standing 
room for an equal number without 
crowding, Meissner said. A 60- 
passenger car having all the refine- 
ments which Meissner describes as 
“sales appeal’ selis for about $16.-

The passage quoted’ is a faithful 
description of the book, and the 
“inescapable conclusions” do cer- 
tainly appear. The author never 
allows herself the luxury of a con- 
tentious mood. She does not “ar- 
gue,” being concerned, not with 
what might be if humanity were 
otherwise, but with what is and 
what may be, mén being as they 
are. 

Those who are not acquainted 
with the experiments in both pro- 
hibition and regulation that have 
been made abroad will find that 
the outlook need by no means be 
as hopeless as it now seems to be 
in America. 

It is the great value of Mri 
Dorr’s book, for those who may 
sincerely want to understand, that 


it is designed to clear up the ridic- | 


ulous confusions that darken the 
liquor question in ‘America. Al- 
though all large questions in our 
day abound in such confusions, so 
that almost nothing is what it is 
made to appear and almost never is 
the vital point of any vital matter 
openly and sincerely disctissed. yet 
no question—not even that of 
world peace—seems to be in a 


/worse state of befuddlement than 


that of prohibition. 


Have we not the appalling spec- 
tacle of sincere and int@ligent peo-

years ago, no definite action result- 
ed. The roadway would be 20 feet 
below the ground level of the park, 
40 feet wide and half a mile long. 
It would be artistically screened by 
shrubbery. Brooks said today he 
had approached within a short dis- 
tance of such a road in Central 
Park, New York, without realizing 
it was there, because of the care- 
ful concealment. 

The city would pay the cost of 
the project, through assessment of 
a benefit district and partly, per- 
haps, with bond issue funds. 
Brooks and Engineer Gans of his 
department think the improvement 
would be of such general benefit 
that the assessment district would 
cover a wide area, making the cost 
to individual property owners 
small. 


The city estimates cost of build- 
ing the depressed roadway at $65,- 
000 to $60,000 and of viaducts to 
carry the three present roads in 
the park over it at $45,000. Brooks 
is suggesting also construction of 
a traffic circle at the north end 
of the roadway, at the Tower 
Grove and Magnolia avenue en- 
trance to the park. It would be 280 
feet in diameter and would provide 
an excellent setting for a statue 


of Henry Shaw, Brooks says. Its 


_cost has not been estimated.

The southern end of the de- 
pressed roadway would be at the 
Morganford road and Arsenal 
street entrance to the park. It is 
proposed to make Morganford 380 
feet wide between Arsenal and the 
city limits, where it becomes Union 
road, a distance of almost four 
miles. The present width is gen- 
erally 60 feet, with some sections 
only 40 to 50 feet wide. The add- 
ed strip would be taken alternate- 
ly from either side or both. Two 
years ago the City Pian Commis- 
sion estimated the widening would 
cost $490,000, but Gans thinks now 
the cost will be $540,000. 

Within the next two or three 
years the State will build a new 
highway, No. 75, in St. Louis 


road, to the city limits and Mor- 
ganford road. This will relieve 
congestion on Lem: Ferry and 
furnish a more strategic entrance 
to the city for considerable traffic. 
Tower Grove avenue is 80 feet wide 
between Magnolia and Chouteau 
avenues and connects with Vande- 
venter avenue, which eventually 
will be a broad thcroughfare from 
Kingshighway and Southwest ave- 
nue to Natural Bridge avenue, as 
it is in sections now. The Mor- 
ganford widening and depressed 
roadway, therefore, would provide 
a connection for the new highway 
with broad streets in all sections 
of the city.

FTER Dec. 27, all the provi- 
sions and all the regulations 
concerning and applying to 
Missouri's new cosmetology law, 


will be in effect. 


' HIS new law which was passed 
at the 1929 session of the Leg- 
islature, puts all beauty parlors, 
hairdressing shops and commercial 
establishments of these types in 
Missouri, under the direction and 
supervision of the Missouri State 
Board of Health. 


HE new law, which is very gen- 


erally accepted as protective 


legislation, is a sanitary measure 
which, through the regulation of 
beauty parlors. licensing of oper- 
ators and providing for inspection 
of such shops and establishments, 
insures the public against the 
spreading of contagious diseases, 
particularly those of the scalp and 
hair. 

HE passage of the new cosme- 

tology law is due, in great 
measure, to the St. Louis Hair- 
dressers’ and Cosmeticians’ Asso- 
ciation and its parent organization, 
the Missouri Association of Hair- 
dressers and Cosmeticians. 


ATRONS of beauty parlors and 

the other establishments amen- 
able.to the law, will be safeguard- 
ed, after Dec. 27, against the min- 
istrations of operators who are un- 
trained, unskilled and inexperi- 
enced, because, after that date, all 
operators in beauty shops must 
have licefises from the State Board 
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of Health before they can practice 
their trade. 


FTER Dec. 27, persons who de- 

re to become beauty parlor op- 
erators and who are not registered 
at the State Board of Health, will 
be obliged to take an examination 


conducted under the direction end 


authority of the Board, before they 
will be permitted to practice their 
trade. 


aA sg applicants will be 
given certificates showing they 
are qualified operators. These 
certificates or licenses, under the 
new, law, must be conspicuously

displayed in the principal place of 
business where the holders work 
or are employed. 


N furtherance of its policy to 

gafeguard the public against un- 
skilled and untrained beauty par- 
lor operators, the State Board of 
Health has adopted a standard 
beauty curriculum for schools and 
colleges which offer courses in cos- 
metology and hairdressing. 


HE high points in the regula- 
tions adopted for these schools 
are a training period of not i¢es 
than 1000 hours over a period of 


‘@x consecutive months for the 


classification of cosmetologist and 
hairdresser and of not less than 
150 hours for the classification of 
manicuring; all students must be 
at least 16 years of age. of good 
moral character and have an edu- 
cation equivalent to the efghth 
grade. 


HE penalties of the cosmetolo- 

gy law provide that any one 
practicing beauty culture, main- 
taining a school,or acting in any 
capacity wherein a certificate is 
required, without a certificate as 
provided by the State Board of 
Health, is guilty of a misdemeanor 
and may be fined and imprisoned.
